DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


West Side Story- Winter Garden 9/26. 7 pros filed on 
new musical by Leonard Bernstein, with book by Arthur Laur- 
ents, lyrics by Stephen Sondheim, prsented by Robert E. Grif- 
fith and Harold S.Prince. Based on a conception of Jerome 
Robbins, who also directed, story is modern version of Romeo 
and Juliet. Though most critics praised all elements, all 
agreed dance department headed by Robbins was the most im- 
portant and outstanding. Pooling imagination and virtuosity, 
author, composer and ballet designer have written a profoundly 
moving show that is as ugly as the city jungles and also path- 
etic, tender and forgiving, summed Atkinson, Times. Cast of 
youngsters headed by Carol Lawrence, Larry Kert and Chita 
Rivera shared praise. Kerr, Herald Tribune, billed director- 
choreographer-idea-man Robbins as tops for putting together 
and then blasting apart the most savage, restless, electrifying 
dance patterns seen in a dozen years. Though he okayed en- 
tire project Kerr thought songs were not too well sung. Music 
won top applause from Chapman, News, in what he termed a 
juke-box opera, extraordinarily exciting. Watts, Post, listed 
Carol Lawrence's contribution in a moving and beautiful per- 
formance in first spot. He admired rather than liked the 
Bernstein score and thought the dance sequences more in- 
genious than dramatic. Except for some plot groping near 
end Aston, World Telegram & Sun, thought it was eye-popping, 
ear soothing , conscience-busting combination. McClain, 
Journal American, also filed rave, labeling it the most excit- 
ing thing since My Fair Lady, Journal American's first 
night audience poll listed 7 pros, including 3 customers who 
wanted to see show again. 


Four Winds- Cort- 9/25 . 1 Pro-Journal American, and 
6 Cons-listed for Thomas W. Phipps play, presented by Worth- 
ington Minor and Kenneth Wagg, and introducing Ann Todd to 
NY stage. McClain, Journal American, found play worthwhile 
for presenting Todd and for presenting a thoughtful consider- 
ation of the problems of "The Rich." Con side headed by At- 
kinson, Times, who found play a jolly boring soap opera, in- 
spite of some fine acting by Todd, Luella Gear, Conrad Nagel. 
Guthrie McClintic directed. Chapman, News, listed advantages 
as some able or attractive actors, a luxurious setting by Don- 
ald Oenslager and a third act which gets moving. But he thought 
disadvantages of a talky-static two acts overpowering. Char- 
acters as lifeless as wax figures, added Coleman, Mirror. Act- 
ing is excellent, but play is trapped by its own hollowness, 
concludes Watts, Post. Play is of a type that very few people 
would care about, noted Aston, WTS. Journal American aud- 
ience poll listed 4 pros and 3 cons among first nighters. 


Johnny Summit- Renati-144 Bleecker 9/24. 1 Pro-Post- 
and 4 cons on new play written and directed by Ben Zavin 
and presented by Unicorn Productions. Herridge, Post, cheered 
it as one of the most promising Off Broadway originals and one 
of the most vivid. Characters are, for the most part, true-to- 
life people. Play, she added, cries for polishing and would have 
benefited by an out-of-town tryout and more detached direction, 
Play also praised for being one Off Broadway production that 
for once does not confuse intensity with shouting. She also 
approved entire cast, headed by Byrne Piven and Nancy James, 
as admirable. Harsh con filed by Atkinson, Times, who could 
finding nothing worthwhile in script. Too flaccid a play to 
reward the actors for their good work, added Beckley, Herald 
Tribune. Play unhappily advanced neither the stature of the 
author nor the participants, joined McClain, Journal Amer- 
ican. Aston, WTS, agreed that play lacked shouting actors, 
but feared the author had no play.
